Town teams with county 
versus Scentless Chamomile

The Town of Didsbury is 
partnering with Mountain 
View County to fight nui¬ 
sance weeds in the com¬ 
munity. 

In addition to Didsbury, 
Manager of Agriculture 
and Parks Services for 
Mountain View County, 
Jeff Holmes says its urban 
weed control program has 
been offered to Carstairs, 
Olds, and Cremona.

“We provide the techni¬ 
cal expertise to get the 
job done.” 

Holmes says it provides 
the town with a dedicat¬ 
ed, trained weed inspec¬ 
tor - which in Didsbury’s 
case will work with the 


town’s lead inspector 
Byron Sayer, who has 
held flu' position for the 
past three years. 

The project’s pilot run 
was last year, and held in 
Olds, which Holmes said 
was a success. 

“We’ll be using a similar 
model as we try to tackle 
our problem,” said Sayer. 

According fo Sayer, the 
town’s weed control cam¬ 
paign will last throughout 
(lie summer months, and 
will place a focus on pri¬ 
vate properties, and town 
properties, including 
parks and lagoons. 

“We will he staying on 
top of that and making 
sure the enforcement is 
there," said Sayer, adding 
that there are a few areas 
in town that have been 
identified as problem 
spots for weeds. 

Sayer says certain 
weeds are seen as a big¬ 
ger nuisance than others, 
noting Scentless 

Chamomile and Toadflax 
as the most significant. 

Scentless Chamomile 
can he identified by its 
daisy-like head, finely 
divided leaves, and that it 
lias no odour.

Town rejoins Choosewell Challenge

For tho third year in a row, I tidshury residents will be tak¬ 
ing part in an annual challenge that encourages accountabil¬ 
ity for healthy lifestyles. 

The annual Choosewell Challenge is something Manager 
of Parks and Recreation for the Town of Didsbury, Byron 
S;iyer calls a fun competition for locals wanting to stay in 
shape. 

"It provides incentive for friendly competition and to basi¬ 
cally keep track and make sun- you have healthy accounta¬ 
bility as well," he said of the challenge that spans from June 
to August. 

Tills year participants will l>e using their logged hours of 
physical fitness to simulate a trek through Mexico, which 
will lie mapped on the wall of the swimming pool at the 
Didsbury Memorial Complex. 

Participants will attempt to complete enough exercise that 


would take them from Puerto Vallarta to Cancun. 

List year's simulated travel was approximately 1,000 km 
from the west coast with 240 Didsbury participants. 

Tills year, Sa.ver says the program will lie increasing its 
emphasis on cardio and sport specific training. 

To that end, while the age demographic for participants is 
open, they will lie taking aim at both the younger and older 
ends of the spectrum. 

“Even if it is for older adults, coming swimming. We want 
to make sure they make that extra effort to get to the next 
level physically," he said. 

“We an* looking to hit the youth population a little bit more 
too." 

In Didsburys first attempt at the Choosewell Challenge, 
Didsbury was selected the winner of the 2(XX> “I’romotion 
and Participation” award in its population class for the 
province. 

Didsbury competes in the second population class, facing 
area towns including Carstairs, Irricana, and Blackfalds.

With high school graduation 
celebrations and parties taking

good time to remember that road 
safety always come first. 
yrrP* 'l Like ewiy year, teenage grads 
and their friends w ill be attending 
special events over the next few weeks, marking 
the end of school days and getting ready for new 
challenges. 

For most grads this will be a memorable time fill¬ 
ing with promise. Sadly past experience has shown 
that for some young people, graduation season 
2(X)8 may end in injury or even death in liquor- 
fueled motor vehicle accidents. 

The David Thompson Health Region has joined 
other health regions in encouraging young people 
and others to make road safety a top priority dur¬ 
ing graduation time. 

iMotor vehicle collisions are predictable and pre¬ 
ventable,! said Patty LeMay, injury prevention spe¬ 
cialist with the DTHR. iGrads art' urged to spend 
more time planning strategies on how to reduce 
risk and prevent their celebrations ending up in 
hospital emergency wards.! 

Planning ahead to ensure that everyone involved 
in the partying process has a safe, sober ride home 
is an absolute must, she said. 

iNo one should drive while under the influence of MARK LAYCOCK 
drugs or alcohol, or have to depend on someone Didsbury Hrrirw 
who has been drinking. The reality is that best 
intentions and peer pressure over a long evening 
represent a risk.i 

While the message that drinking and driving is a 
bad idea is given widespread play across All>erta 
every day of the year, far too many drivers, both 
men and women, continue to ignore the warnings. 

For example, one need only look at the docket at 
any provincial court any day of the week to set' the 
hard evidence that for some very stupid people 
drunk driving remains an acceptable way of getting 
around. 

Hopefully, for everyoneis sake, central Alberta 
grads will show' more sense, leaving the driving to 
someone who is clean and sot>er. 

Parents and others also have a responsibility to 
make sun 1 that area young people have a safe grad¬ 
uation season. Itis easy - If you see a drunk driver, 
call 911. 

As in past years, reporters and photographers 
from the Olds Albertan, the Innisfail Province, the 
Didsbury Review, the ( arstairs Courier, the Sundre 
Round Up, and other newspapers will be covering 
graduation celebrations at area high schools this 
month.

Mammoth pay raise irresponsible 


tial credibility to the increase is the 
way in which it was introduced for 
approval. 

Rather than put forward a vote 
on the matter, or even elect a panel 
to review the idea of such an 
increase, the idea was slipped into 
the daily motions of business of 
Orders in Council, suspiciously 
titled “MLA Remuneration Order." 

Excuse me while I consult a dic¬ 
tionary... 

Actually that’s a rather witty, 
inconspicuous title, I’ll give them 
that. 

The average Albertan family, con¬ 
sisting of two members or more 
makes $76,500 a year before taxes. 
Keep in mind that politician wages 
are 1/3 tax-free. 

It is expected that our politicians 
should be able to adequately and 
fairly police themselves in areas 
concerning wages and benefits, 
however this move proves that 
politicians, at least in Alberta, need 
a more sufficient method of checks 
and balances. 

This type of move is usually 
something the NIX’ and Liberals 
will pounce on immediately with 
both barrels blazing, but it appears 
even tin* province’s guardian angels 
have given in to a slice of greed. 

Opposition leaders and the 
Speaker will be receiving an addi¬ 
tional $42,000 a year for their work 
on government committees, as rec¬ 
ommended by the legislature’s 
Standing Committee on Members 
Services last week. It has been sug¬ 


gested the increase prompted the 
Tories to follow suit. 

I suppose it would be naive to 
think opposition members would 
stand vividly opposed to a pay 
increase, but sometimes dreams do 
come true - such a large wage 
bump sure seems like a fantasy 
come reality for many Albertans. 

Scott Hennig of the Alberta 
Taxpayers Federation has been 
quite vocal on the issue, calling for 
the province to roll back the 
increase immediately, and prompt¬ 
ly establish an independent citi¬ 
zens’ committee to examine MLA 
salaries. 

This seems like a fair trade, how¬ 
ever it seems unlikely Stelmach 
would accept the idea so swiftly. 

Meanwhile, MLA wages, which 
are atfiusted on April 1 of every 
year, will see a more reasonable 
increase of 4.53 per cent. 

It is hard for the public to under¬ 
stand what it’s like to go to and fro 
as a cabinet minister, which makes 
the subject rather subjective, but it 
appears the only plausible way to 
put everyone’s minds at ease is to 
hire a public committee to review- 
wages. 

It would be a struggle to find a 
typical Albertan who would turn 
down a 30 per cent pay raise, 
regardless of their occupation, but 
for individuals who are expected to 
represent the best interest of 
Albertans it seems only natural 
that they should know when to say 
enough. 


If you’re like me ami rather out¬ 
raged with the inconceivable deci¬ 
sion by the Alberta cabinet to vote 
themselves in a cushy 30 per cent 
pay hike, then you probably spent 
the better part of the weekend try¬ 
ing to remove the rather unpleas¬ 
ant, bitter aftertaste from your 
mouth - tin* bottles of mouthwash 
did nothing, trust me. 

It seems as though Premier 
Stelmach is giving himself an 
extravagant pat on the pack after 
his commanding victory from the 
hist provincial election. 

Albertans certainly aren’t 
opposed to a yearly raise for our 
hardworking politicians-they do 
run the province let’s not forget- 
however, a $42,000 raise appears 
inconceivably unjust ifiable. 

Stelmach alone will see his year¬ 
ly salary jump to $213,450 from 
$159,450, while cabinet ministers 
will see their salaries increase to 
$184,0(H) from $142,000. 

The premier claims the hike was 
introduced in order to attract more 
talented individuals to politics. 

Given, politics isn’t exactly a 
glamorous position most 5-year- 
olds gloat about being part of when 
they grow up, but $142,000 a year 
and a nice pension should be ade¬ 
quate, even in Alberta's roaring 
economy, to attract prospective 
political recruits.

Carstairs Gas Plant 
Open House 

Bonavista invites you to an open house at the Carstairs Gas plant located 10 km. south 
west of Carstairs located adjacent to Highway 5X0. 

The purpose of the open house is to provide an opportunity to tour the facility prior to the 
proposed plant consolidation that is anticipated in Q4 of this year. Taylor Processing has 
proposed a pipeline project that would ultimately divert all of the raw gas from Carstairs 
to their Harmattan plant. This will allow most of the Carstairs plant equipment to be shut 
down resulting in a substantial net positive environmental impact. 

The open house will also provide an opportunity for old friends to get together to 
reminisce about the “old days". Food will be served during the event. 

The gas plant has been in operation since early 1960 and has become a landmark over the 
years with Home Oil being the first operator, followed by Anderson Exploration. Devon 
and now Bonavista Petroleum. The workers at the plant have been instrumental in 
helping shape Carstairs and the surrounding communities; many of the current and past 
workers still reside in the area and arc involved in farming and in many local 
organizations. Bonavista looks forward to remaining a vibrant part of the community 
and the Carstairs plant will continue to operate on a smaller scale as only inlet 
compression, separation, water injection and the associated equipment will remain in 
operation. 

Children under 16 are permitted to tour the plant but they must be accompanied by an 
adult; please feel free to join us for our open house.

Curlers honour Scott

The Didsbury ladies curling league has 
raised money to purchase a defibrillator 
in the memory of the late Brenda Scott to 
be stored in the curling club facility. 

Longtime curling enthusiast, Scott, 48, 
died in October of last year. 

“She was a hig supporter of the curling 
club, so we wanted to honour her in some 
way," said Didsbury curler Amanda 
Gosselin. 

“You always heard a lot about Brenda. 
She was very passionate about curling 
and had been curling at the club for many 
years." 

The defibrillator will be placed inside 
the curling club, and will be available to 
those participating in the many events 
that the facility houses, including drop-in 
basketball throughout the summer 


months. 

This is the second defibrillator now 
available in Didsbury with the first one 
stored inside the Didsbury Memorial 
Complex, after being purchased via a 
fundraiser by the Mountain View Colts 
hockey team hist year. 

Gosselin says initially the defibrillator 
fundraiser w as expected to take a number 
of years to complete. 

“It just came together so quickly,” she 
said. “We really had a lot of support for 
it." 

The funds, which amounted to to 
approximately $4,000 were netted 
through a 50/50 draw, raffles and predom¬ 
inantly a pie auction in which pies were 
purchased for the purpose of hitting a pre¬ 
viously selected volunteer in the face. 

Two plaques were also purchased; one 
meant as a memorial for Scott, and the 
other to thank the project’s m;qor donors.

Editorial 

Pay raise a mistake 


Three months ago 
Alberta MLAs ran in the 
provincial election know¬ 
ing the workload, com¬ 
mitment and remunera¬ 
tion. Salaries, and more 
importantly, the intangi¬ 
ble reward of public serv¬ 
ice, seemed more than 
adequate to attract many 
candidates, many of 
whom sought re-election. 

That all changed last 
week when so-called fis¬ 
cally conservative 

Premier Ed Stelmach and 
his 23 cabinet ministers 
boosted their salaries 30 
to 34 per cent making 


Stelmach the highest paid 
premier in Canada at 
$213,450. Not a bad gig 
when you consider the 
average annual wage for 
Canadians is just under 
$40,000 which is fully 
taxed unlike our provin¬ 
cial politicians who 
receive part of their wage 
tax-free. 

According to the 
Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation, the blanket 
increase started when a 
decision was made by the 
Standing Committee on 
Members’ Services to 
offer additional commit¬ 


tee pay to the NDP and 
Liberal leaders and the 
speaker. This would have 
given Taft, Mason and 
Kowalski a higher income 
than the premier. 

Rather than fix the 
error, a blanket increase 
was offered as remedy. To 
make matters worse, it 
was done behind closed 
doors without independ¬ 
ent public review or 
debate. 

Some might argue 
Alberta politicians are 
underpaid and deserving 
of the hefty hike. The 
same argument can be 


made for teachers, doc¬ 
tors, nurses and just 
about any other provin¬ 
cial employee. The lineup 
for additional compensa¬ 
tion will start soon. The 
message is clear-there’s 
plenty of taxpayer money 
for everyone. 

Let’s hope the open, 
t ransparent government 
we were promised, 
admits its mistake. 
Premier Stelmach should 
rescind the raises and call 
for a public review, or 
better yet, be satisfied 
with the compensation 
offered prior to last week.

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Hunter faces $500,000 in fines

A Carstairs resident will he in Canmore Provincial 
Court this summer to face up to $500,000 in fines for 
shooting and killing a grizzly bear last October. 

Joe Lucas told the Courier be shot the bear only after 
it began acting aggressively and charged his 13-year-old 
son Kyle while the camping in Elbow-Sheep Wildland 
Provincial Park. 

He insists the shooting was done in self-defense after 
earlier attempts to thwart the bear away from the 
campsite failed. 

Lucas refused to comment further on the issue at the 


advice of his attorney. 

He faces charges of unlawfully hunting wildlife, 
unlawfully possessing wildlife, unlawful discharge of a 
firearm, failing to ensure a firearm in a wildland provin¬ 
cial park is unloaded and fully encased and unlawfully 
destroying a bear. Each charge carries a fine of up to 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Alberta currently has a three-year moratorium on 
hunting grizzlies, which was supposed to end after this 
spring’s hunting season, but hits since been extended to 
2009. 

In earlier news reports, Lucas said following the 
shooting In* rode his horse three hours back to his 
truck where he immediately reported the incident to 


the parks department. 

Alberta Parks refused to comment on the case while 
before the courts. 

However, Jim Pissot, executive director of Defenders 
of Wildlife Canada, in Canmore, told the National Post 
that Lucas may have acted “hastily” and may have been 
able to find alternate ways to thwart the bear 

“We are certainly aware of hundreds of hikers in the 
back country in K-eountry and elsewhere here in the 
Rockies, in grizzly areas, where bears are present and 
bears are not shot." 

Lucas will appear in court on June 5 for a preliminary 
hearing, with a court date to be set later in the summer.

You know that great, re-energized feeling 
you get after a hard workout? That’s how 1 
felt after Brenda Tams’ fann girl workout 
class last Wednesday. 

Unfortunately, 1 quickly realized 1 was too 
sore and too lin'd to do anything about it. 

Having had a few horses of my own, 1 
have spent countless hours cleaning st;ills, 
loading grain hags ;uul hay hales, lugging 
water buckets ;uid much more.

Unique Safe Zone initiative unveiled

The Carstairs Volunteer Fire Department unveiled its 
one of a kind Safe Zone program last Thursday. 

The program involves placing reflective orange decals 
on streetlights at various locations throughout town. The 
decals will represent an area people can gather at during 
mi emergency such as a fire. 

The department has enough decals for 1(H) lights, but 
only about 70 of the decals w ill be put up; roughly one for 
every 10 houses. 

Each decal will be placed on a numbered light post, 
meaning that during an emergency call, emergency 
responders will know exactly what side of the street, and 
what direction those in need can be located. 

“When we arrive on scene, we’ll be able to ID the family at 
this safe zone mid the safety officer can say ‘Is everyone out 
of the house?’” said Murray Pound, fire prevention officer 


“It’s going to fill in one of those gaps we’ve got. Fire pre¬ 
vention in Carstairs hasn’t been done well in the last 10 
years," he said. “It has been let go, the weeds have been 
growing up through the cracks and so we’re trying to 
revamp it and put some energy into it." 

Thi' aim is to have a decal that can be visible on every 
block. 

The program is being funded by donations from the 
Lions Club and Cumberland Electric Contractors. 

Pound said the decals aren’t just for fire response, but 
can also serve as a place where anyone looking for help 
can go to. Passing vehicles. Citizens on Patrol or RCMP 
members noticing someone standing at one of the 
decals can stop and find out if the person is in need of 
assistance. 

“We want to expand this and use it with other groups 
and other means for keeping our residents safe," said 
Pound. 

“I think it’s a really innovative program," said Mayor 


Lance Colby. “I think it’s good for everyone because it 
gives the fire department and the emergency services the 
opportunity to identify areas when they get there mid 
locate people belonging to the houses for police or emer¬ 
gencies otherwise" 

“It shows that we are progressing as a community and 
we are willing to look at all avenues to enhance the safe¬ 
ty of the people that live in our community," said Colby. 

Pound said the program is the first of its kind in Canada, 
and possibly worldwide, something he will share with fel¬ 
low safety advocates when he travels to the World’s 
Safety Conference and Exposition in I .its Vegas, a trip he 
is able to take thanks to a scholarship. 

Pound emphasized that the decals won’t be placed on 
every lamp post, and will be spread out to prevent them 
from becoming unsightly. 

Members will begin placing the decals on posts around 
town in unison with the annual smoke detector campaign 
in June.
